RELIEF SPENDING 


Commission Cuts Month- 
ly Figure to $36,375, Al- 
though Present Budget 


Fulton county commissioners 
yesterday reduced by one-fourth 
the relief appropriation for May 
—cutting the monthly figure from 
$48,000 to $36,375—thus reflecting 
the reduced special tax levy rec- 
ommended by the March-April 
grand jury. 

The grand jury had been asked 
to favor a levy of three mills but 
fhad proposed only two and one- 
quarter mills in its presentments 
last Friday. Yesterday’s action by 
the commission was regarded as a 
precaution against possible con- 
currence of the May-June grand 
jury in the recommendation for 
the lower amount. 

Under the law, it was explain- 
ed, two successive grand juries 
must favor a relief levy for it to 
become effective. 

William E, Mitchell, chairman of 
the County Board of Public Wel- 
fare, which administers all relief 
funds, said last night he was pre- 


pared only to say that “the $48,- 


000 was inadequate to meet de- 
mands,” and that any further cut 


“will just make the amount that 
much more inadequate.”

Four North Countries 
Will Present Common 
Answer to Fuehrer; 
All Want Neutrality. 


COPENHAGEN, Denmark, May 
3.—(#)—The foreign ministers of 
Sweden, Finland, Norway and 
Denmark agreed tonight to mect 
next Tuesday at Stockholm to 
frame a common answer to Adolf 
Hitler’s proposals for a network of 
non-aggression pacts. 


Reports from Sweden said the 
general impression prevailed that 
the Scandinavian nations would 
answer “no” to Hitler’s proposals.

President Roosevelt today.

At the same time, the navy, with 
an eye to an eventual increase in 
the efficiency of its enlisted per- 
sonnel, increased the term of en- 
listment from four to six years. 
The order is to become effective 
on July 1, when the navy expects 
to have completed the enlistment 
of 5,000 new recruits with which 
to man its expanded fleet. 

The appropriation approved by 
the President would permit the 
army to buy or contract for the 
purchase of $110,000,000 worth of 
what it terms critical items—tanks, 
anti-tank guns, rifles, gas masks, 
artillery, ammunition—and other 
equipment. A total of $36,500,- 
000 was for the navy’s fleet ex- 
pansion program, and $6,539,000 
was earmarked for strengthening 
coastal defenses in the continental 
United States, the Canal Zone and 
insular possessions. 

The navy’s rate of re-enlist- 
ment is: hith, but there is always 
a proportion of its men who leave 
the service after serving a single 
term. New men must.then be 
trained to replace them. The 
eventual increase in personnel 
efficiency is expected to arise from 
retaining the services of this pro- 
portion of trained personnel for 
an additional two years.

WASHINGTON, May 3.—(?P)— 
House Democrats, with some Re- 
publican help, gave President 
Roosevelt a virtual guarantee to- 
day that his first plan for reor- 
ganization of the government 
would become effective June 24. 

They killed, 264 to 128, a reso- 
lution by Representative Taber, 
Republican, New York, to reject 
the plan, which provides for 
merging a score of government 
agencies into three new bureaus 
handling welfare, works and lend- 
ing activies. 

Under the reorganization act, a 
presidential reorganization pro- 
posal becomes effective 60 days 
after the President submits it to 
congress, unless both houses dis- 
approve. Representative Warren, 
Democrat, North Carolina, spon- 


vote clinched victory for the Pres- 
ident’s first plan, unless congress 
adjourned before June. 24, the 
date the 60-day period expires. 


If adjournment occurred before 
that date, he said, the President 
would be forced to submit: the 
plan all over again next year, 
and, both chambers of congress 
would have a new chance to vote 
on, it. However, congress is gen- 
erally expected to remain .in ses- 
sion for some time after June 24. 

Today’s fight in the house was 
one of -the most unusual of the 
year, because Democrats: were ‘so 
confident -of. the results.. Republi- 
can speakers shouted long and 
loudly against the reorganization 
programs. -Ordinarily the Demo- 
crats would have barked back at 
every opportunity, but today they 
had. agreed in advance to let the 
Republicans — as Representative 
Warren put it—‘“shell the woods” 
as long as they wanted to. They 
declined to reply to most of the 
arguments, then showed their 
power on the final vote.

The dramatic story of an aged 
physician forced at pistol-point to 
operate on a. wounded gunman 
with a razor blade his only instru- 
ment tonight sent police ona 
widespread hunt for two bandits 
who earlier killed a tavern patron 
and perhaps fatally wounded two 
policemen. 

The bizarre surgery was per- 
formed by Dr. Sigmund Hersch- 
feld, 69, in a dimly-lighted room- 
ing house a few hours after his 
patient and.an accomplice en- 
gaged in a gun battle at a near-by 
north side tavern they attempted 
to hold up. 

Killed in the cross-fire between 
the bandits and police was Alex 
Ferguson, 55, an undertaker. Po- 
licemen Edwin McInrtyre,.42, and 
Phil Kelly, 38, who were off duty 
and in the tavern when the gun- 
men entered and announced “this 
is a stick-up,” were wounded so 
seriously they may die. 

Scarcely had Dr. Herschfeld 
completed the strange operation 
when his patient, an accomplice 
and.a blond young woman fled in 
an gutomobile which was found 
abandoned near the rooming 
house. Police. theorized they may 
have stolen another car and driy- 
en into Michigan, Indiana or Wis- 
consin or that they’ may be in 
hiding near the scene of the shoot- 
ing. The bandits were believed 
to have served sentences at Jack- 
son (Mich.). prison. 

Shortly afier the shooting, Dr. 
Herschfeld received a phone call 
saying he was needed to treat “a 
very sick man.” He was told some- 
one:would call for him. The white- 
haired physician. was taken to the 
third floor of a rooming house a 
few blocks from the tavern.

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Our Origins 

There is no more impressive evidence for 
tolerance as part of the American creed than 
a study of the national and racial origins from 
which has been created the people we now call 
“Americans.” A nation which has assimilated 
to itself people of such diverse national origin, 
such different religious heritance and such 
varied ancestral background cannot, in simplest 
logic, permit domestic conflict between any 
viewpoints. 

It must always be remembered that the 
United States was founded on a basis different 
from that which forméd the origin of any other 
nation in the history of the world. There was, 
in America, no parent stock to give racial 
characteristics from the outset. The people of 
this nation knew none of the moulding through 
the centuries which, in other lands, created dis- 
tinct national types. 

This country was founded on an idea, the 
idea of freedom for all men, with the right of 
self rule guarded by the rights of free speech, 
free press and free religion. 

In a map from “We Americans,” published 
by The Atlantic, there is given statistics show- 
ing the numbers of foreign born in this coun- 
try, with their nations of origin. When such 
diverse types as Irish, Norwegian, German, 
Polish, Czechs, Slovaks, Hungarians, Russians, 
Italians and Canadians can be absorbed, in a 
generation or two, into the population and be- 
come part of a cohesive people, the strength 
of the idea that welds them into one is em- 
phasized. 

The process of this Americanization is, per- 
haps, best illustrated when it is known, although 
approximately 60.9 per cent of early immigrants 
to this country were of English stock, about 30 
per cent of present-day white Americans with 
English names are not of English blood. 

Thus the procéss goes on. Lovers of freedom 
from all the world came to this country seeking 
liberty and a new chance in life. Today the 
tide has dwindled to a trickle, but the assimila- 
tion of the various groups goes on within the 
Jand. | 

Some day the process will be complete and 
American will become the synonym for & man 
of particular type, the union of all those strains 
which have entered here. And, with the back- 
ground of love of freedom, of pioneering cour- 
age and of worship for an ideal, that American 
of the future should prove a man of whom all 
of us, of whatever origin we be, can be proud. 


Wells’ Service 

Few public acts of commendation have been 
based upon better reason than the resolutions, 
adopted last Tuesday by the Fulton County 
Board of Education, and marking the comple- 
tion of a quarter century of service by Super- 
intendent Jere A. Wells. 

Mr. Wells has given the better part of his 
life, all his capacity and a great reservoir of 
enthusiasm and love to his work. Beginning 
25 years ago, as a teacher in the county school 
system, he has risen through the successive 
steps of principal and superintendent. He has 
literally “grown up” with the county schools 
and, as the resolutions state, the “present Ful- 
‘ton County School System is in no small degree 
a monument to Jére A. Wells, our superin- 
tendent.” 

That it is no unworthy monument is known 
by everybody who has observed, évén in small- 
est degree, the operation of the Fulton schools. 
Their functioning is a matter of admiration to 
all educators and the service they perform to 
the young people in their classes and to the 
entire communities they serve, is a vital and 
living force for culture and better living. 

Superintendent Wells, in the achievement 
of so proud a record, has been the motivating 
spirit. The influence of his personality and 
the force of his character is reflected in the 
teaching faculty.

Endowments Jeopardized 


The college endowment system in the United 
_ States, according to Professor E. W. Kemmerer, 


of Princeton University, in his report to the 
annual conference of trustees, is in danger of 
becoming a thing of the past. The system grad- 
ually is being destroyed in at least three ways. 
First, income yields from invested funds have 
drastically fallen. Second, the main source of 
new endowments has dried up. Third, future 


purchasing powér has become extremely uncer- | 


tdin because of the threat of world-wide in- 
flation. 

Interest rates, which naturally represent the 
greater part of income from endowments, are 
said to be the lowést in history. The average 
return on all United States treasury bonds as 
of February, 1939, stood at 2.44 per cent. Dur- 
ing the same month in 1926 it was 3.71 per cent. 
Inasmuch as stability and safety for the long 
pull aré the first consideration, endowment 
funds are invested largely in low return securi- 
ties, such as government bonds. 

The main reasons for the drying up of the 
usual endowment source are smaller individual 
incomes, declining profits from business, high 
income, inheritance and gift taxés. It has been 
chiefly the individual of large means who has, 
in the past, established the endowments. Such 
individuals have experienced a long period of 
income suncertainty, as well.as the constant 
threat of even greater taxation if fortunate 
enough to get into higher income brackéts. 
Furthermore, the feeling that the “government 
will do it,” that the government will look after 
everything, has contributed, to a considerable 
extent, in drying up the endowment source. 

. dt has been predicted for some five years by 
most economists that a period of inflation_was 
“just around the corner.” While the prediction 
has not materialized, yet the fear of it has had 
its effect on those who would ordinarily be in- 
clined to endow some favorite institution. No 
man, whether rich or poor, can easily over- 
come the feéling he might bring eventual hard- 
ship upon himself by giving away his compe- 
tence during a period of uncertainty and doubt- 
ful future. 

In any event, the American endowment sys- 
tem is in a rather shaky state. Many colleges 
report the necessity of spending part of the 
principal each year, as well as interest, to meet 
the demands madé upon them. This condition 
also applies to hospitals and othér endowed 
institutions. 


War—Then and Now 


In speaking of the vast suffering that would 
surely come with another géneral war, there is 
an inclination to minimize the horrors of the 
last great conflict, to overshadow it with the 
prospective terrors of a forthcoming war. 

It is doubtful, however, if those who hold 
the destiny of Europe and the world in their 
hands, at the moment, are unmindfw of the 
terrible consequences of that brutal conflict. 
Perhaps it is the remembrance of it, rather than 
thé potential horrors of another war yet to be 
experienced, 

According to the best estimate, 9,000,000 
men were killed in battle or died of their 
wounds, 22,000,000 men were wounded and mil- 
lions of civilians died behind the lines as a re- 
sult of privation, worry, overwork, grief and 
lack of adequate medical care. Very few died 
as a result of air raids. But they were dead 
none the less though they were not killed by 
bombs from the alr. 

The ground swell of grief beneath the joy 
was so great when the fighting ceased that 
General Tasker Bliss, of the United States army, 
was moved to remark “not until our childrén’s 
time can the former joy of life come into the 
world.” 

Cities may be bombed from the air now. 
Cities were also blasted from the earth then. 
Rheims, France, had 115,000 population before 
the war. Six months after the war it had. 
8,000. That was all that was left of it. It was 
shelled by German guns 1,051 days during the 
war. Over 1,000 civilians were killed before the 
population could be evacuated. The great ca- 
thedral was struck by over 300 shells. Many 
cities suffered a similar fate. 


In 1914 no means of measuring the horrors- 


to come were available. Perhaps, if they had 
known, war would have been averted. Perhaps 
it is this knowledge from the past that will 
postpone from day to day, perhaps permanent- 
ly, the war that s¢¢ms to be momentarily in- 
evitable.

corridor, and the Anglo-Polish agreement. Hitler wants Danzig, a 
road across the corridor and the abandonment of the agreement. 
As of today, it is thought that his territorial ambitions are now sub- 
ordinated to his desiré to defeat the British effort to encircle Ger- 
many by eer the first link in the chain—the agreement. The 
agreement is s unsigned but, if the Poles do abandon it, they 
will be at Hitler’s mercy. Meanwhile, xb bécause he wants 
them anyway and partly to frighten the Poles, Hitler is increasing 
his pressure for Danzig and his road across the corridor. 

tler’s pressure is being met, to date, by strong resistance from 
the Poles. So far as Danzig is concerned, the city is 93 per cent 
German, with a strongly Nazi government. If Hitler cares to give 
the order, the Danzig senate can at any moment proclaim the Free 
City reunited with the Reich. Then the Poles will have no recourse 
but to march in, or keep quiet. On the other hand, if he insists on 
his road across the Polish corridor, Hitler will either have to march 
in or persuade the Poles to renounce all real sovereignty over their 
avenue to the sea. 

The logic of the situation is that war must come unless one of 
the two parties backs down, both having declared their undying 
determination not to. And that, of course, is only one of the danger 
points. In the last days, indications have reached the department 
that the German pressure on Poland may be only a blind, planned 
to demoralize and distract the other side before such an attack on 
Rumania as was implied in the Moravan curfew notices. Mean- 
while, tension is increasing in the Mediterranean. In fact, a: world 
bust-up can begin at any moment, in any one of half a dozen places. 
The best that could be got from one of the State Department’s most 
stalwart optimists was the bleak sentence: 

“Well, anyway, they oughtn’t to start marching this week.” 


HOPES AND FEARS To be sure, there are some rays of hope. 

It now appears, on positive authority, 
that the Anglo-Russian negotiations have been misrepresented. The 
Russians are not demanding any promise of English help against 
Japan, and the negotiations are limited to the western front. Nev- 
ertheless, due tu Polish and Rumanian feéling against Russia, the 


English must ask the Russians for a sort of blank check commit- ° 


ment, to help the Rumanians or Poles only if, as and when requested 
to do so. Hope of success, therefore, is still small. Meanw ile, it 
becomes moré and more obvious that, if Hitler is to fight at all, it 
will be greatly to his advantage to do so at once. 

Under the circumstances, it would séém sénsible for the United 
States to calculate the meaning of war in Europe, and to act ac- 
cordingly. And thus the current state of affairs in congress adds 
the final touch of improbability to the whole incredible picture.

STEWING IN ITS OWN JUICE The state situation continues — 
to stew in its own juice. And, 

it must be admitted, the aroma from the political kitchens is none 

too pleasant. 


While the stewing goes on there are at least two political candi- 
dates who find a sort of pleasantness about it. As long as the stew- 
ing continues the greater grows the discontent. And the more dis- 
content there is when élection time comes around the more likeli- 
hood there is of a political upheaval which will send into office one 
of these who suddenly, and more completely than they themselves 
ever anticipated, find themselves able to say, “I told you so.” 

Governor E. D. Rivers, who was elected on the slogan, “Complete 
the Program,” has seen his program break down completely for the 
very simple reason there was no money with which to finance it. 
There is no monéy for health; many of the schools are closed; most 
of the teachers are unpaid; old-age pensions are in arrears; social 
service generally is broken down. 


It will be interesting to see what is ahead. The political candi- 
dates of next year must approve a reduced school, health and social 
service program or must announce for the hoped-for improvements. 

I think the word “program” worries some of the candidates. If 
it could be called by some other name they would find it more 
acceptable. In fact, I would not be surprised if Mr. Hugh Howell 
has not removed the word from his dictionary, so much does he 
dislike it as a word applied to the political program which bogged 
down in the financial bogs. The boys will have to think up some- 
thing else to call it. They must be for public health, schools and 
social services. Yet they cannot call it a “program.”

If less money is spent there will not necessarily be an economy 
of government. If some method can be waked: out to find the 
money necessary to put the state of Georgia on a respectable plane 
of education and health; and if the money then can be expended 
without waste, that would -be real economy. 


It is not pleasant to realize, for instance, that for the 
years the school for the deaf has beéh so neglected that pe: Br: 
graduate has been turned out to go to the Federal college. There 
have been many who would have been able to go had there not 
been lack of funds and a consequent closing of the school. 


This is not alone a breakdown of the present administration. A 
great many administrations of the past have been responsible for it. 

The fact that Georgia rates near the bottom on public health 
and in education is not alone the result of the present state of 
affairs. It is a responsibility which must be shared by all the ad- 
ministrations of the past. 

There ought to have been some sort of “program” or “plan” or 
“development”—call it what they will. And the fact that the pres- 
ent one has failed ought not to mean all efforts to improve the 
standards of health and education in the state will be abandoned. 
That is the trend. And such, indeed, is the temper of many people 
who usually do not think so unworthily. 


The discouraging feature is that out of the situation has grown 
no real demand for civil service in state and county governments; 
that no public demand has developed for an end to allocations; that 
angry resentment instead of a definite public policy plan has been 
the chief crop.

Vice President Garner wishes to be President. 

His strength as a candidate derives from two factors. The first 
is the popular bélief that he is practical and conservative. The 
second is the popular belief that he is a man of courage and con- 
viction who stands on his hind legs, four square to the world, and 
says what he means in spite of the devil and high water. 

Being a candidate will prove what stuff he is made of. 

The records show that candidates for the presidency, with some 
notable exceptions, such as Jackson, Lincoln and Cleveland, care- 
fully avoid doing or saying anything that might offend a voter. 

Candidates, like capital, are timid. Like Paul, they attempt to 
be all things to all men. Troublesome convictions are thrown over- 
board. Advised by men who know how to please the multitude, 
they say the things that people like to hear; condemn the things 
that people dislike; flatter every little group and faction; and glad- 
hand every slimy local boss who can deliver a block of votes. 

At best it is an undignified sacrifice of self-respect; at the worst 
it is shameful bootlicking. 

Garner’s first test came after Marian Anderson was denied the 
use of a Washington auditorium. 

Politicians saw a way, to use her as a tool and a weapon. Ickes 
arranged for her to sing out-of-doors and invited big shots to 
“snonsor” her. She didn’t need sponsoring. It was a trick to em- 
barrags rival politicians.

WASHINGTON, May 3.—(A). 
Senator Bankhead, Democrat, Ala- 
bama, predicting senate approval 
of his cotton export subsidy idea, 
charged today that opponents of 
the proposal “are those who want 
to see cheap cotton in this coun- 
try.” 

Bankhead’s proposal was among 
issues before a senate appropria- 
tions subcommittee debating a 
$400,000,000 increase in farm ap- 
propriations. 

Senator Russell, Democrat, 
Georgia, chairman of the group, 
said no decision had been reached 
on either the $250,000,000 increase 
in parity payments or $150,000,000 
additional for removal of crop sur- 
pluses. 

Bankhead wants payments of up 
to $10 a bale for a subsidy to move 
6,000,000 bales of cotton into ex- 
port channels. 

Senator Ellender, Democrat, 
Louisiana, agreed with Bankhead’s 
forecast. Ellender also predicted 
the appropriations group would 
approve “the full $250,000,000 ad- 
ditional for parity payments.” 

Russell and other senators on 
the appropriations committee said 
it would probably take two days 
to complete action on the agri- 
cultural bill.

ICC URGED T0-EJECT 


SOUTHS COMPLAINT 


Twelve Northern States File 
Briefs in Freight Rate 
Controversy. 


WASHINGTON, May 3.—(?)— 
Twelve northern states urged the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
today to throw out the  south’s 
complaint that the present freight 
rate structure discriminates 
against it. : 

Illinois, Indiana, Michigan, Ohio 
and Wisconsin joined in one brief 
filed with the commission, while 
the New England  governers’ 
freight rate committee filed an- 
other, and the state of New Jer- 
sey, its Board of Commerce ahd 
and Navigation, the South Jersey 
Port Commission and the State 
Chamber of Commerce filed a 
third. 

All took exception to recent 
findings by Commissioner William 
E. Lee and Examiner Michael 
Cochran largely upholding the 
south’s allegations. 

Lee and Cochran recommended 
that the railroads voluntarily 
work out a revision of the rate 
structure governing numerous ar- 
ticles moving from the south into 
the north. The south, in effect, is 
asking that the rates from the 
south into the north be placed on 
a parity, distance considered, with 
rates within the north, 

About a dozen briefs were filed 
yesterday by various northern in- 
terests requesting dismissal of the 
complaint. 

The New Jersey brief described 
the findings of Lee and Cochran as 
“short-sighted,” and said they “ig- 
nore many factors which the com- 
mission may not lawfully disre- 
gard in rendering a decision in 
this proceeding.” 

The Great Lakes states argued 
that rates based on the findings 
of Lee and Cochran would “create 
an untold number afunjust rates 
relationships and thus  prevoke 
endless litigation.” 

The New England committee 
said the proposed report must fail 
of adoption because it “recom- 
mends a scheme of rate-making by 
virtue of which ‘ intérterritorial 
rates from the south must be 
made to fit the level of rates pre- 
vailing within the north.”

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RAT WAR PLANNED 
BY HEALTH FORCES 
AS TYPHUS CHECK 


City-State Unite to Repel 
Disease-Bearing Pests’ 
Slow Migration; First 
Defenses Are Set Up. 


State and city health forces were 
united in Atlanta yesterday to re- 
pel the slow northward migration 
of the typhus-bearing Norwegian 
wharf rat, dreaded foe of life and 


property. 

First. defenses have been built 
in the Clark Howell Low Cost 
‘Housing Project, an area of 22 city 
blocks, bounded by Luckie, Mills, 
Lovejoy and North avenue, a sec- 
tion that will be Atlanta’s Maginot 


Line in.an effort to crush the ad- 
vance of the rat menace which 
invaded this country by slipping 
ashore at gulf ports off ships from 
Europe. 

The rat is the sole known carrier 
of murine typhus fever, transmit- 
ted to man by fleas which become 
infected through rats having the 
disease. Typhus fever, according 
to W. H. Edwards, chief. sanitary 
inspector of the City Health De- 
partment, is. greatly on the in- 
crease in southern states, especial- 
ly in Georgia and in Atlanta. 

Public Enemy. 

“It is necessary,” said Edwards 
yesterday, “that war be waged on 
these pests which are a true para- 
site and a dangerous public enemy. 
During the last eight years in At- 
lanta there have been reported 273 
cases of the disease, averaging 
about 36 cases a year. The great- 
ést number were reported in 1935, 
at. which time there were 61 
cases.” 

‘The plans. of the city and state 
health departments, co-operating 
with the housing authority of the 
city of Atlanta, is to exterminate 
from the Clark Howell housing 
project, before the present build- 
ings on that site are demolished, 
all the rodent inhabitants of this 
area to prevent their migration 
to adjacent areas after the wreck- 
ing of the present buildings be- 
gins. 

Work was started April 24, with 
the housing authority furnishing 
labor and materials. Another two 
weeks will have passed before 
health authorities will concede 
that the rat population has been 
destroyed. 

Not Over-Alarming. 

Although the spread of typhus 
fever in Atlanta today is declared 
to be not over-alarming at the 
moment, the fight to eradicate the 
source of the disease has been 


launched to prevent further spread | 


to serious proportions. Knowing 
where the disease is coming from, 
health authorities have determined 
to nip the source of the contagion. 
. It was found from rats trapped 
‘in Atlanta -principally .in- typhus 
foci that 90 per cent were rattus 
norvegicus or Norway rats, more 
often called wharf rats, which 
make their habitat in burrows. It 
was also found that 93 per cent of 
the fleas found on rats trapped in 
Atlahta were of the typhus-bear- 
ing variety.

To Care for 400 Underprivileged 


Needy Children To Be Taken From Cramped, Dingy City 
Quarters and Given New Lease on Life in 
Outdoors Environment. 


Approximately 400 underprivi- 
leged children in Atlanta will get 
the benefits of camp life this sum- 
mer under a program sponsored 
for the second year by the Atlanta 
Mission. 

These youngsters who rarely go 


beyond their dingy, -cramped 
neighborhoods will have a chance 
to see what the outer world real- 
ly looks like. They will breathe 
fresh; pure air, eat country food, 
romp through the wooded hills 
and along trickling streams and 
feel the invigorating influence of 
rural surroundings. 

Dr. Felton Williams, director of 
the Atlanta Mission, announced 
yesterday the Mountain View 
Open Air camp near Hapeville 
would open about June 1. It will 
remain open throughout the sum- 
mer, if sufficient funds are forth- 
coming, and every week will find 
a new group of these lusty young- 
sters getting a new lease on life in 
the healthful surroundings. 

Last year Dr. Williams kept the 
camp open as long as he could. 
But the money gave out near the 
end of the summer and it had to 
close. The 400 children he had 
hoped to help didn’t get to enjoy 
the camp, This year he hopes this 
will not be ‘true. 

If 400 persons will provide $5 
each, for one child to stay at the 
camp a week, the 400 children can 
be cared for, Dr. Williams pointed 
out, The camp also needs re- 
pair and an addiitonal building| 


which will cost approximately 
$1,000. 

A trip to the camp is enough 
to convince anyone of its value. 
The enthusiasm and thankfulness 
shown by the youngsters as they 
gather around a well-filled dinner 
table or mingle in the yard play- 
ing games bring joy even to the 
most cynical. In one week alone, 
many of them are transformed into 
new individuals. 

Every child is examined at the 
community cenfer on Alexander 
street before he is sent to the 
camp. Only those who have no 
diseases and are physically fit to 
attend are allowed to go. Dr. Wil- 
liams urged that generous Atlan- 
tans and others throughout the 
state contribute to this. cause 
which takes children from

Don't Lose Determination

We never cease to marvel at 
the courage and determination of 
some of the women who under- 
take to reduce, and the number 
of pounds some of them succeed 
in losing is almost incredible. 

Those of you with considerable 
excess to be reduced will be 
especially interested in the story 
of the woman who has just taken 
off her 90th pound.

of streamlining that is! 


. Most of you, however, will not 
have anything like that amount 
of excess weight and you may feel 
a more personal interest in the re- 
ducer who has taken off 51 pounds 
‘since last: October. She writes: 


“Last October I sent for the 
Twenty-one-Day Diet and I have 
been on it ever since. When I 
started, I weighed 183 pounds 
and now I am down to 132— 
which is not too little for my 
height of 5 feet 2.

also trimmed down specific meas- 
urements on schedule! That story 
is an inspiration to anyone who 
has been overweight for a long 
time. 

In each of these reports, it is 
easy to read between the lines; re- 
ducing is never easy and there are 
times when anyone -who. tries it 
will feel. discouraged. But if you 
will persist, there is nothing you 
cannot do with the right diet and 
exercises,

Study of China 
Is Fascinating 


Hobby 


By Elizabeth Boykin. 


Better think twice before you 
start getting interested in China. 
Because it usually turns out to be 
a lifelong hobby that will lure all 
your stray pennies. But it will be 
a fascinating study and a source 
of great pleasure ... at least it’s 
one way of insuring your old age 
against boredom! 

In embarking on a career as a 
connoisseur of china, it’s a good 
idea to get a few basic definitions 
in mind. Such as: 
Ceramics—This is the term used 
for all baked clay products, wheth- 
er of china or earthenware. 
Pottery is a pretty vague word. 
Popularly it is used to designate 
the more primitive earthenware— 
though some hold that it- means 
anything that is potted so use it as 
a generic term like ceramics. 
Biscuit—is the term used for the 
body composition of different 
types of ceramics. 
Earthenware—is made of a less 
refined grade of clay than is used 
for china and porcelain. It has less 
feldspar in the formula and is not 
translucent. 

China and Porelain—are, cor- 
rectly used, the same thing. Often, 
however, the word porcelain is 
used commercially to apply to a 
good grade of earthenware. Ac- 
tually china or porcelain are trans- 
lucent ware with a much higher 
percentage of feldspar in the for- 
mula than is used for earthenware. 
Home China—is made of a chi- 
na formula with bone ash added. 
Kaolin—is the fine white clay 
used to make any ceramic prod- 
ucts. To it are added quartz and 
feldspar in varying amounts, ac- 
cording to the quality of ware be- 
ing made. 

Vitreous—is the term applied to 
china that has been baked at a 
high temperature till all the ingre- 
dients are thoroughly fused and 
tempered. 

Firing—is the term used to de- 
scribe the process of baking the 
ware in a kiln or oven to vitrify, 
set the shape and make perma- 
nent the colors. 7 
Glaze—This is a wash or dip 
applied to the shaped piece which 
gives .it a hard non-porous usable 
surface. After the glaze is applied 
the piece is fired ‘again. Lead 
glaze is the most usual glaze, but 
glazes of alkaline, salt or feldspar 
composition are also used. The bet- 
ter ware has the decoration ap- 
plied after the glazing and is call- 
ed over-glaze; cheaper ware has 
the design applied first and so is 
called under-glaze decoration.

Q. What is the correct method 
for washing feather pillows? 

A. Rip a small opening in the 
seam of the pillow ticking. Place 
the open end of the pillow in the 
open end of a clean pillow case. 
Gather the pillow case closely 
around the ticking with the hands, 
so that no feathers will leak out. 
Shake the pillow until all the 
feathers have been transferred to 
the pillow case, tie the open end 
with a string, and wash in a good 
lukewarm suds.

Rinse in lukewarm water, chang- 
ing the water two or three times; 
squeeze it dry, and hang the pil- 
low case with the feathers’ on a 
line in the sun.

When the feathers are dry, put 
them back in the ticking, which 
has been ironed.

For Thursday’s dinner meat sup- 
pose we have a meat loaf which 
can be served hot or cold or a 
boiled tongue which is excellent 
sliced cold.

from the parents and kept in an 
environment free from tubercu- 
losis, they will escape the disease; 
whereas if left with the parents, 
one of whom has tuberculosis, or 
with any family one member or 
more of which has tuberculosis, 
the infants will almost 
contract the diseases. 

I stand corrected. All of that is 
quite true. In fact, in a mimo- 
graph on tuberculosis I have been 
distributing to correspondents for 
many years I emphasize precisely 
that mode of infection as the 
usual way the disease is spread. 

But when I agreed with the 
school doctor and the health offi- 
cer who said tuberculosis is not

Convention Delegates To Visit 
~ Historic Shrines of Sea Island

COLUMBUS, Ga., May 3.—The 
members of the Garden Club of 
Georgia, who will attend the con- 
vention at Brunswick, St. Simon’s 
and Sea Island, May 11 and 12, 
will not only have the opportu- 
nity of visiting the gardens of 
this section, famous since planta- 
tion days, but will also have the 
pleasure of visiting the many his- 
toric shrines so closely associated 
with the early history of the na- 
tion. 

Driving from Brunswick to St. 
Simon’s and Sea Island, the niem- 
bers of the Georgia Garden Clubs 
will see Lanier’s Oak, under which 
the famous Georgia poet received 
inspiration for some of his best 
known poems, notable among 
whiche was “The Marshes of 
Glynn.” The causeway connect- 
ing Brunswick with the Islands, 
crosses the marshes of Glynn. 

The Jewel island of the Geor- 
gia coast, San Simon, is steeped 
in four centuries of history and 
romance, reaching back to the In- 
dian and Spanish occupations; the 
English and colonial period, and 
the prosperous plantation era, on 
up to the present day which rep- 
resents prosperity, growth and en- 
joyment. 

Gascoigne bluff, on St. Simon’s 
Island, overlooking Frederica riv- 
er, was named for Captain Gas- 
coigne, who landed here in 1736 
after convoying Oglethorpe’s 
troops and settlers from England. 
Here he established his plantation, 
and a bakery for the military gar- 
rison at Frederica. 

It was on St. Simon’s Island 
that Commodore John Barry in 
1794 found the sturdy live oak 
timbers for the building of “Old 
Ironsides” and some of the other 
first vessels of the American navy. 

Hamilton plantation, formerly 
owned by James Hamilton, a na- 
tive of Scotland, is located on 
Gascoigne bluff. This planta- 
tion is now the property of Mr. 
and Mrs. Eugene W. Lewis, of De- 
troit, and its beautiful gardens 
will be seen on the tour. 

Fort Frederica, the largest and 
most important fortification built 
by the British in America, stands 
in a strategic spot on Frederic 
river, a part of the inland pass- 
age. 

Bloody Marsh was the scene of 
the first great decisive battle of 
the western world. In 1742 p

‘fleet of vessels carrying 5,000 
Spaniards, sailed from St. Augus- 
tine to St. Simon’s Island to in- 
vade the English settlement. The 
victory of the English at Bloody 
Marsh ended Spanish supremacy 
on the south Atlantic coast, and 
made this continent safe for Eng- 
lish colonization. 

Kelvin Grove Plantation, the 
site of the Battle of Bloody Marsh, 
was formerly owned by the Cater 
and Postell families. It was once 
noted for its beautiful gardens, 
the outlines of which are often 
pointed out to interested visitors 
by Mrs. Maxfield Parrish, the 
present owner of the property. 

The history of Christ church at 
Frederica runs back unbroken to 
1736. Charles Wesley organized 
the congregation here. The cem- 
etery surrounding Christ church 
contains the graves of many of 
the first settlers of St. Simon’s 
Island. 

The site of Oglethorpe’s home, 
sometimes called “Georgia’s First 
Governor’s mansion,” is near 
Frederica, and has been appropri- 
ately marked by the Glynn coun- 
ty historical landmarks committee. 
The successful planting of Sea 
Island cotton had its beginning at 
Retreat Plantation when in 1786, 
James Spaulding planted a pack- 
age of cotton seed sent him from 
the Island of Anguilla. 

Honorable Thomas Butler King, 
who married Anna Matilda Page, 
the young heiress and mistress of 
Retreat Plantation, was a member 
of congress for many years and 
was first to conceive the idea of 
a trunk line railway connecting 
the Atlantic and Pacific oceans. 
Mrs. King has at Retreat one of 
the most famous formal gardens 
in the Georgia coastal section. 
There were 95 varieties of roses 
alone in this garden. The club- 
house at the Sea Island golf course 
was, in ante-bellum days, one of 
the barns of the plantation, and 
the slave burial ground has been 
left intact. 

After his unfortunate duel with 
Alexander Hamilton in 1804, 
Aaron Burr sought refuge at 
Hampton Point, the home of Ma- 
jor Pierce Butler. 

Another plantation famous in 
ante-bellum days was Cannon’s 
Point, the home of John Couper. 
Because of his interest and ex- 
perimentation with foreign seeds 
and plants, Cannon’s Point has 
been called “Georgia’s first ex- 


periment station.”

Friday Schneider gave testimony 
before the grand jury ~ which 
United States District Attorney 
Maurice Milligan later said was 
highly important. Saturday the 
grand jury reindicted Pendergast 
on income tax evasion charges. 
The indictment stated he received 
unreported -income from business 
interests under the name of 
Schneider. Pendergast previously 
was indicted on similar charges in- 
volving other funds.

Pieenenaih in the clutch. Russ Peters’ hitting has im- 

proved greatly over last season, and Stan Sperry has 

shown in the few games he hes played that he can hit. 

The latter scampers down the first-base line as fast as 

any Cracker. 

A year ago Al Rubeling was a spring sensation at second 
base. That is, he was at camp. Fans néver got to see him 
at his best because he became ill. | 

But the fans have seen enough of him now to know that 
he has no peer at third base in the Southern league. While he 
hasn’t shown he can hit as steadily as Johnny Hill, he is a great 
improvement on defense. 

It is self-evident now that the loss of Johnny to 
Milwaukee hasn’t hurt the club. Rubeling’s defensive 
play and the signing of Sperry have made up for it. 

This should please the fine fans of Douglasville—the fact 
that it took two men to take the place of their hero. 

THE ROBBER PRINCE. 

Credit Marshall Mauldin, the robber prince, with being the 
best defensive center fielder in the Southern league. There is 
no other outfielder who can go as far for a ball as Mauldin. 


He is not necessarily the fastest. There are several 
outfielders who can outrun him. But that’s not what 
they pay off on in baseball. Catching the ball is what 
counts. 

Mauldin has that sort of sixth sense which enables him to 
get the jump on a ball. It is the sort of a sense that Tris Speaker 
and other great outfielders have had. It all amounts to delicate 
timing—knowing just at what spot to be on the hardest of 
drives. 

If Marshall were a better hitter nothing could keep 
him out of the big leagues. But as far as the Crackers 
are concerned, it doesn’t matter if he never hits .300. 

His sparkling defensive play cuts down on the opposi- 

tion runs and when you check into the matter you'll find 

Marshall is a very handy man at batting in runs and 

scoring runs himself. “€.

J. Oliver and Mrs. Ola Brunson, 
children of Charles L. Daughtry; 
Clarence J. Oliver and B. B. Bar- 
ber, of Screven county, and B. F. 
Clayton, of Jenkins county. 

Cobb charged the children of 
Daughtry conspired’ with other 
parties in procuring a Savannah 
detective to work up a case against 
him. Cobb was indicted on a 
charge of being an accessory be- 
fore the fact in the shooting of 
Daughtry. 

Court’s Ruling Given. 

The petition alleged the indict- 
ment was nol prossed because the 
solicitor general could not find 
enough evidence to warrant a trial. 

The court of appeals held that 
malicious prosecutions must be 


y_| ended before a right of action ac- 


crues, and the facts submitted in 
the case were insufficient in law 
to show that the prosecution had 
terminated in the plaintiff’s favor.

Dairy Products Firm Head 
Urges Rates Based on 
Supply, Demand. 


WASHINGTON, May 3.—(?)— 
Blaming artifically high prices for 
the troubles of the milk industry, 
Thomas H. McInnerney, president 
of National Dairy Products Cor- 
poration, today called on federal 
and state agencies and co-opera- 
tive ‘farm groups to establish 
“sound prices” in line with the 
law of supply and demand, 

He told the federal monopoly 


committee that if it was impos- 
sible, because of farmer pressure 
or other reasons, to” “establish 
prices on a sound basis,’’ the al- 
ternative “will be to give all pro- 
ducers who desire to ship to the 
market and who produce milk of 
equal quality the opportunity of 
so doing.” | 

For several years, the witness 
said, dairy farmers, . co-operative 
associations and government agen- 
cies “have maintained Class 1 
prices at levels much higher than 
the basic value of milk used for 
manufacturing purposes as de- 
termined by supply and demand 
conditions.” | 

This, he said, had stimulated 
production by = hoping ‘to 
profit by the high fluid milk 
prices, had reduced consumption 
of bottled milk and had loaded up 
the surplus milk markets, thus 
depressing their price levels. Also, 


he. said. itr had made_ possible 
price-cutting on bottléd milk by 
“irresponsible dealers’ which has 
taken “millions of dollars annual- 
ly from producer milk checks in 
the past four or five years.”

Magic of Science 


Shown at Emory 


Betore 400 High School Seniors 


Miraculous appliances of science, 
some of them more efficient than 
the senses of man, were shown be- 


fore more than 400 high school 
seniors last night at Emory Uni- 
versity’s annual “Open House in 
Science.” 

In elaborate demonstrations pre- 
pared by the departments of 
physics, chemistry, biology, geol- 
ogy, engineering and bio-chemis- 
try, students saw the latest in 
scientific achievement in both the 
magic and commercial phases. 

Students were asked to write 
their names on paper and an as- 
sistant weighed them on delicate 
scales, The heaviest signature re- 
ported boasted of 17 letters and 
many flourishes, and weighed 
fourteen ten-thousandths of a 
gram. 

Bend Light Around Corner. 

The chemistry department ex- 
hibited a plastic bar that when 
adjusted would bend light around 


corners, a synthetic stocking fiber 
that won’t run, and a cup that 
poured a continuous’ stream of 
water. One novel experiment 
broke down water in to its ele- 
ments,: hydrogen and oxygen, by 
electricity, then passed them 
through a soap solution that form- 
ed bubbles, which exploded when 
sparked, to form water again. 

Illustrating the use of. the 
photo-electric cell, engineering 
students presented a radio pro- 
gram which could not only be 
heard through a loud speaker: but 
seen in the form of sound waves 
on the screen of an oscilloscope. 
Visitors. were invited to talk 
through. a microphone and see 
their own voices translated on the 
screen. 

A light was placed in front of a

HOUSE BODY VOTES 
SECURITY TAX GUI 


Would Also Start Old Age 
Pensions in 1940 Instead 
of in 1942. 


WASHINGTON, May 3.—(#)— 
The house ways and means com- 
mittee voted today to slash the un- 
employment compensation tax by 
many millions of dollars and to 


liberalize. benefits under the so- 
cial security act. 

It decided that old age pensions, 
under the contributory system, 
should start in 1940 instead of 
1942, and that the federal govern- 
ment should pay half, instead of a 
third, of the cost of state aid to 
dependent children. 

Provide Exemptions. 

The committee decided that the 
3 per cent federal unemployment 
compensation tax, paid entirely by 
employers, should not apply to in- 
dividual incomes in excess of 
$3,000 a year. Under the law now, 
the tax is paid on total incomes. 

Chairman Doughton said that 
change would cut employers’ tax 
bills $60,000,000 a year and Rep- 
resentative McCormack, Democrat, 
Massachusetts, added that it would 
mean a 7 to 15 per cent reduction 
in the tax paid by the average 
corporation. 

The committee also worked out 
a complicated arrangement by 
which states with “adequate” re- 
serves to back up their unemploy- 
ment insurance programs . may 
lower their tax rates. 

In addition, Doughton said, the 
committee probably will propose 
the unemployment payments be 
paid for at least 16 weeks, begin- 
ning not more than two,weeks aft- 
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Hitler Nominated 
For Aviation Trophy 


WASHINGTON, May 3.—(#) 
Frank Tichenor, of New York, 
publisher of Aero Digest, today 
nominated Adolf Hitler to re- 
ceive the Collier trophy for the 
“greatest aviation achievement 
in America” during the year 
1938. 

“By threatening to dominate 
Europe,” Tichenor told the tro- 
phy nominating committee, “and 
bringing the pressure of his air 
power to bear on Great Britain 
and France during the Munich 
crisis, Hitler did more last year 
than any other man to make this 
nation conscious of the necessity 
of an adequate air defense estab- 
lishment.”

Britishers in general may con- 
sider Neville Chamberlain a bit of 


Germany, but they will not con- 
sider Anthony Eden as his suc- 
cessor, in view of Eden’s failure to 
take up the cudgels—at a time it 
would have been of effect—against 
Chamberlain’s policies. — 

This is the view expressed to me 
last night by Alexander Easter- 
man, chief foreign correspondent 
for the London Daily Herald, who 
further said: 

“Hitler can’t risk a large scale 
war at present for he is still un- 
prepared. Therefore, my personal 
opinion is that there will. be no 
war any time soon — although I 
don’t know any more about that 
than any one else. . The German 
people don’t want to engulf Eu- 
rope. 

“Chamberlain has not brought 
peace, though he has been trying 
honestly but stupidly. His policy 
is not peace-at-any-price, but 
rather no-war-at-any-price, for he 
has created a situation that is 
anything but peaceful.” 

Easterman stated that Chamber- 
lain’s present attitude was forced 
upon him by the English people, 
and that if he had adopted this, 
say, six months ago it would have 
exploded the Hitler bubble.

JAPAN CRITICIZES 
U.S. NAVAL PLANS 


Charges Nation Has Moved 
Toward Invasion of 
Pacifie. 


TOKYO, May 3—(#)—The Jap- 
anese government today criticized 
American naval expansion plans 
and presented demands to the 
United States and Britain for a 
larger share in control of the In<- 
ternational Settlement at Shang- 
hai.: 

It was disclosed that the navy 
ministry had prepared an official 
pamphlet which declares’ the 
United States “has moved definite- 
ly toward invasion of the Pacific” 
and sees a threat to Japan’s China 
policy in America’s growing sea- 
power. 

Demands that the Shanghai mu-« 
nicipal council, which governs the 
International Settlement, be reor- 
ganized to give Japanése a larger 
voice in its affairs and permit 
stronger measures against “ter- 
rorism”. were presented to the 
American and British ambassadors 
here. 

The pamphlet says the Vinson 
bill for increasing the United 
States navy has “cast a great shad- 
ow over the Pacific,” and mentions 
United States proposals concern- 
ing Wake, Midway and Johnston
